a share of public attention as he does in India, 
The stories of the beast's ravages are extrava- 
gant, and, taken in connection with the paucity 
of skins for sale, breed considerable incredulity 
among foreigners who have not visited the 
interior, Leopards are .undcubtedly. common, 
One bas only to live in Soul for a winter to 
bo satisfied of that. Barely a winter passes that 
it is not possible to shoot a leopard within the 
wills of the city. ‘But one has to go farther 
afield for tigers. It was at Wonsan that I first, 
beard serlcus mention of them, The boys going 
to'the hills in. broad daylipht to cut brushwood 
for fuel carried tin-plates and miniature’ gongs 
with which. they kept up a perpetual fingle't 
scare off thelr enemy. Mr, Creagh, the Com:

- CONCLUSION. : 
It should like to say that the main impression 
I have wished to convey in these pages {s that, 
though her people live in squalor and poverty, 
Korea is naturally a rich country, and one of. 
excellent: capabilities in every ‘way. In my 
opinion this fact ig not ‘alwaya remembered 
sufficiently, Rough comparisons are made with 
Japan and China, very much to Korea's dit- 
advantage, but itis seldom mentioned that the 
people, and not the country, are most to blame 
for this inferiority. "'To any one who has lived in’ 
Korea, it is obvions that her present backward 
condition is due simply to the inert character of 
the people. This brre r's'ment, however, is 
very unjust to the-Korean. The conditions under 
which be lives, and especially those under which 
he has lived until recently, must in common 
fairness be urged in extenuation of his shoit- 
comings. The comparison with China is soon 
dismissed, for China is large enough to be her 
own ‘world, and she has never been so overrun 
with officials as Korea’ is at this moment, In 
Japan the feudal system created bonds of mutual 
assistance and confidence, which the centralised 
Government of Korea absolately forbids; the 
lord of the soll, though compelled to exact his 
quota of Imperial expenses from the tenant, was 
atill a permanent resident, and, as such, directly 
interested in the well-being and advancement of 
his people, The Korean Governor or magistrate 
js appointed from the capital, through favour of 
the Kingor some otheradventitious circumstance, 
and his whole alm is concentrated usually on 
amastng as much wealth asthe term of his 
office allows him. It {s certain that the Korean 
character would alter for the better under an 
administration which would inaurd people in the 
lawful possession of their property, protect them 
from arbitrary molestation, and furnish them 
thereby with an incentive to honest exertion,
